To  some  40  EGA-  employees  and  their  friends,  this  proved  to  Ve  one  of  those  "iffy" 
questions  when  they;  toured  the  Swift  packing  house  on  the  morning  of  March  16. 

The  "if"  woiold  depend  upon  what  part  of  the  packing  house  they  happened  to  be 
in  at  the  time  the  question  was  asked. 

After,  the  slaughtering  of  an  a,himal  in  the  hot,^  smelly,  and  noisy  steel-and- 
concrete  room  is  accomplished  by  a blow  with  a maul  and  a slice  with  a knife,  the 
carcass  is  hung  on  big  ateel  hooks  suspended  from  wheels  on  elevated  zunways. 
Through  the  whole  process  "of  skinning,  cleaning,  washing,  wrapping  in  cloth 
saturated  with  brine  (to  whiten 'the  meat  and  help  preserve  it),  and  refrigeration, 
the  meat  remains  on  the  metal  hooks.  Only  when  it  is  ready  for  cutting  into 
roasts,  chops,  ;and  steaks  with  an  efficient  circular  electric  saw,  and  long 
sharp  knives,  does  it  come  down -from  the  runways.
